Fapa Haydn's Z,ondon Debat. 


On Haydn's arrival he first took up 


his abode at Blond's, the music pub- 
lisher, at 45 Holborn, but Boon after- 
ward removed to rooms prepared for 
him at 18 Great Pulteney street, the 
residence of Salomon. Near here, ai 
Messrs. Broadwood's, is shown a room 
in •which Haydn used.to retire to com- 
pose. At Salomon's he would appear to 
have appreciated the arrangements made 
for his comfort, especially with regarc 
to the cuisine, which was tinder the di- 
rection of o'foreign chef. We find him, 
however, complaining, of the late hour 
at which Londoners dined, though to us 
6 o'clock might seem uncomfortably 
early. In March, 1791, heconduoted the 
first of Salomon's concerts at the rooms 
in Hanover square, and in this and the 
following year he brought out the firs! 
sis of his grand symphonies. For many 
years Salomon was among the foremosi 
musicians in the metropolis. Daring 
Mara's first season in London he con 
ducted and played solos at all her con- 
certs. Tho Morning Ohroniclo called 
him ;i genius and asked whose violin 
playing approached nearer the human 
voice. When an old man, he was still 
full of enterprise, and took great inter 
est in the foundation of the Philhar- 
monic society. 


• Great enthusiasm prevailed on tho 
occasio!i of the first of the Salomon- 
Haydn series of concerts. Mme. Storoce 
:arig, while Salomon led the orchestra 
as firs-, violin, and Haydn presided at the 
pianoforte. —Gentleman's Magazine.

That in coining the two metals into 


money 16 oz. of silver are to be deemed 
equal to one oz. of gold. 


3. What is the present commercial 


ratio of silver and gold bullion ? 


It is about 30 to 1. 
4. What has caused the divergence 


between the coin and bullion value ot 
silver ? 


The demonetization of silver in 1873 


by this country and some of 
the 


nations of Europe. 


5. Why was silver demonetized ? 
It was demonetized because of tho 


desire to limit the supply of money, 
make money dearer, thus increase its 
purchasing power, and therefore to the 
advantage of money dealers, bond- 
holders, creditor classes and 
those 


having fixed incomes. 


6. Was not the demonetization of 


silver in 1873 due to its over-produc- 
tion as compared with gold 1 


It was not due to the over-produc- 


tion of silver, because (a) for many 
years prior to 1873 the world's produc- 
tion of gold had been about three 
times as great as that of silver, and (b) 
in 1873 silver bullion was at a premium 
of 3 per cent over gold. 


7. How does the world's production 


of gold and silver for the last one hun- 
dred ye..rs compare with each other? 


Between the yuars 1792 aud 1892 the 


world's production of gold exceeded 
that of silver about 600 million dollars. 


8. What is the ratio of the two 


metals as they exist by weight in the 
world to-day, available for money ? 


It is about 15% to 1, which means 


that there aie only about sixteen times 
as many tons of silver in the world 
available for money as there are tons of 
gold. 


9. What, therefore, is the natural 


ratio between silver and gold ? 


Sixteen to 1 is the natural ratio be- 


tween silver and gold bullion and 
would manifestly be the present com- 
mercial ratio had there not been legal 
interference. 


10. To whose advantage [is it that 


nations have been induced to adopt 
the gold standard ? 


To the advantage of all creditor 


nations, especially England. Two hun- 
dred million people now use gold alone 
as redemptive money who in 1873 used 
both gold and silver; hence the con- 
stant rise in the power of gold (and 
money based on gold), which rise 
shows itself in the fall of prices of com- 
modities. 


11. If we had free coinage of silver 


would not this country become the 
"dumping ground" for silver from all 
nations ? 


There ire, it is supposed, about four 


billion dollars of silver coin and bul- 
lion in the -world, and if all of this 
should come heie it would only give 
the Unitee States a per capita of about 
$58, which is only a little more than we 
had of all kinds of money in the North 
at the close of the war.

A KEIGN OF TERROR. 


itay Laws May be Necessary to Pre- 


vent It. 


EDITOB JOUBNAL:—The extortioners 


ixpect to coerce the debtors into sup- 
porting McKinley by making them be- 
ieve that if McKinley is defeated, the 
'oroigu and domestic money lenders 
will refuse further credit and call in 
their loans, which of course would 
bankrupt at least 95 per cent of the 
people of the United States, provided 
;hey would submit to such proceed- 
.ngs. 


Mr. Editor, there are emergencies in 


;he financial affairs of the people when 
certain laws governing the enforced 
collection of debts should 
be sus- 


>ended. 
Money was intended to be 


used as a medium of exchange, bnt 
when the control of its supply is in the 
hands of unscrupulous pirates who use 
.t to create panic and bring disaster to 
;he people, it then becomes the patriotic 
duty of the people to resist, and, if 
necessary, suspend the laws that per- 
mit wholesale enforced collection of 
debts, which is another name for the 
confiscation of property. 


The big financial institutions of the 


United States have frequently ignored 
the law in regard -to banking. They 
have refused to pay depositors lawful 
money of the United States. They 
lave kept open house for months when 
their reserve was far below the lawful 
imit. Through their clearing houses 
;hey bav^ issued scores of millions of 
dollars of clearing house certificates! 
which was used aa money and on which 
they evaded the tax. They even issued 
fractional currency in the form of 
clearing house certificates, some of 
which weie of as small denomination 
as 25 cents. 


It is a physical impossibility for the 


banks of the United States to pay thoir 
depositors in lawful money for the 
simple reason tlmt the banks owe the 
depositors nearly three times as much 
;awful money ns the United States con- 
tains, and what is true of the banks ap- 
plies with much greater force to the 
people and corporations, for they owe 
more than twenty times the amount of 
lawful money iu the United States and 
more than sixty times, the amount of 
gold coin, which some people think is 
the only honest money with which to 
pay debts. The supply of this debt 
paying medium is already in the hands 
of the people and institutions who 
either hoard it or keep it to loan, and 
any sane person must concede that to 
call on the people to pay thoir debts in 
an article that is already cornered 
would result in a reign of terror and 
might lead to repudiation.

A Jndah Benjamin Handkerchief. 


A rare and interesting souvenir of the 


civil war is now in the possession of R 
S. Merrill, a landscape artist, It i.s noth- 
ing more than a red bandanna handker- 
chief, but it has an interesting history. 
Judah P. Benjamin was a Louisianiau 
and a stanch supporter of the lost cau&e. 
Tho Confederate government sent him 
to England on an important mission. 
While in that country ho had manufac- 
tured one dozen red bandanna handker- 
chiefs, and these upon his return Le dis- 
tributed personally, as a memento, to 
12 Confederate offlcci«. These handker- 
chiefs were of the finest iudia silk, one 
yard square. The body is of red, and 
worked in black on its surface appeared 
portraits of Davis, Beauregard, Lee, 
Jackson, Morgan, Slidell and Johnston, 
encircled with wreaths of southern lau- 
rel and a border of ferns and cotton 
plants on n vhito ground. ITo two 
wreaths arc similar, and the workman- 
ship is artistic. 


Mr. Mciiill 33 years ago was a pri- 


vate in Company K, First Wisconsin 
cavalry, and during W'lsou's raid m 
Apul, I860, ho picked up ibis handker- 
chief in tho courthouse at Montgomery, 
Ala. It was inoasod in a silken bag of 
gray and had evidently been lost by 
some Confederate general in the hasty 
retreat that day. The handkerchief has 
been recently framed and adorns the 
parlor of Mr. Merrill's home.—Minne- 
apolis Journal.
